Regardless 


The three I. & R. measures sup- 


ported by the organized 
school 


forces ot the state carried by a 
top-heavy vote in last Tuesday's 
general election. Among them was 
Amendment No. 40, which The biar 
opposed, although we lavorcd the 
olher two. 


Hompstcad county honored 
our 


judgment by splitting the vote on 
No. 40 almost even, ft carried here, 
but only by 1,26U votes for, to 1,1^1 
against, with one precinct missing. 


No. 40 was the amendment to 


repeal the Ib-mill limit on school 
taxation. The Star, which plugged 
away years ago for a stale sales 
tax, and for revision of tnc prop- 
erty assessment system, 
opposed 


abolition of the 
lo-mill tax limit 


lor the obvious reason that: 


If the millage deadline is abol- 


ished then the whole emphasis on 
school taxation will swing away 
from assessment rerorm and bactt 
to the business of voling a con- 
stantly higher millage rate—which 
will automatically shrink assess- 
ments, bringing in no more rev- 
enue, and perhaps less. Further- 
more, the tendency will be to pile- 
up taxes on those who are fairly 
assessed while others pay less than 
their share or none at all. 


The weak spot in the argument 


for repeal oi the -IB-mill Deadline 
is that such repeal puts still heav- 
ier pressure on the bcseigcd otfice 
of the county tax assessor, elected 
only two years at a ume, aim who 
faces political suicide it he tries 
to play a lone hand in working out 
an assessment program.

Ana 
yet 
the

Gazette, 
wnen ihe slale' school 


lobby makes a grave error, no,, 
only goes along with it. in support- 
ing No. 40 but attempts to justily 
its position Ihis morning with an 
editorial which has neither logic 
nor lacts. Here is wnal the Gazette 
said: 


"The increasing needs of local 


government units and the removal 
of the lii-mill scttool tax limitation 
should move the people of every 
county to take action for betler 
assessments." 


That paragraph doesn't 
make 


sense, 01 course; and in the very 
next paragraph Ihe Gazette edi- 
torial writer commits suicide: 


"The astonishing 
estimate 
is 


made by the Union County Kquali- 
zation Board lhat about 35 pea- 
cent of the property in that county 
is nol on tne assessment booKS."

Its advocacy of No. 40.

A system of registration for Ar- 
kansas voters will be sought by 
governor-elect Sid McMath. 


Speaking

night McMath outlined a general 
program for the next session of the 
legislature and announced that he 
would ask the legislators to abol- 
ish the poll tax as a pre-rcquisite 
for voting. 


McMatti told- members 
of the 


Fayctteville 
Chamber 
of 
Com- 


nerce he would ask the state leg- 
slalivc council to make a study of 
he state Constitutional Amendment 
39 which was overwhelmingly ap- 
proved in Tuesday's general elec- 
tion. The amendment would allow 
.he legislature to set up a system 
of voter registration. 


"Since 
the 
amendment 
was 


adopted by a two to one majority, 
it is apparent that the people want 
a registration system," McMath 
said. 


"Such a system would remove 


us as a target for other states that 
have no poll lax for voting pur- 
poses. 
• 


"By assuming those rcsponsibil 


ities which primarily belong to the 
state, we can prevent the interfer- 
ence by the federal government il 
our internal affairs."

the 


area in order to make the forest 
self-supporting during the time the 
stand was being built up. This was 
the tenth such cut. This year the 
pen- acre slumpayc value- of the 
products cut amounted to 
$5.80 


per acre. About one-fourth of the 
annual growth was allowed to re- 
main on the ground to

problem of 
sutferiny; 
has 


been a pti/./.ling one ever since men 
began to think. 


It particularly 
occupied 
the 


minds ot the writers who gave us 
the Bible, and whose dis'iinciion 
in life and literature is the supre- 
macy of their interest in moral 
and spiritual values. 


They 
early made a distinction 


between good and evil in thought 
and conciud. Their first solution 
ot 
the 
matter 
of suffering 
and 


wcltare wax in the broad observa- 
tion that good conduct made for 
happiness and 
well-being. 
while 


evil 
conduct brought its conse- 


quences, expressed in the warn- 
ing, 
"Be sure your sin will find 
you out." 


In a general way this conclusion 


is true and is upheld in experi- 
ence. 
But more 
thoughtful 
ob- 


servers soon perceived that 
the 


simple equations — good living 
equals happiness and welfare, nnct 
evil 
living 
equals evil 
conse- 


quences—did not fit every case. 
In fact, life- offered wide and deep 
exceptions. 


Similarly observers saw that pro* 


phots who stood for God and right 
olle-n suffered for their convictions, 
and cruel persecutions were often 
inflicted upon those whose faith 
and zeal lor righteousness 
were 
strong and pure. 


It was obvious that the easy 


simple solutions of 
the problem 


of suffering didn't square with the 
facts, or at least with all of the 
1 a c ts. 


The first effective challenge to 


that simple solution came in the 
great drama, the Book of Job. It 
is important to remember that it 
is a drama, in which various char- 
acters arc speaking. 


The late Professor Moullon, 
in 


his Modern Readers' Bible. 
ar- 


ranged the book in its dra'matic 
lorm. 
He pictured an ordinary 


roi'der turning to the Book of Job 
and accepting possibly some U'ord 
el Uliphaz, Biklad, or Elihu, "be- 
cause it was in the Bible," not 
realizing that the Lord, speaking 
later in lhi> drama, declared that 
not one of them had spoken the 
truth. 


The drama of Job is skillfully 


.set to emphasize the problem of a 
good man, besot by severe afflic- 
tions, who refuses to accept the 
easy solutions of his friends and 
admit a guilt ot which ho is not 
conscious. 


What, ihen, does the Book 
of 


Job 
o i l e r as 
Uu> solution of this 


problem of suffering of the inno- 
cent with the guilty.' Nothing but 
the solution of faith, the placing of 
the mystery of suffering in 
the 


deeper mystery of the world and 
liio, and the i'aith that tin- Jiid;'e 
ol^rill tin- Karth will do ri;.;hL 


This is reaffirmed in th't- assur- 


ance of Jesus concerning God's 
love and care-- "Not a .sparrow 
lalleth to the ground without your 
Fathei.'" But it is still a matter 
01 laith. for there is still the mys- 
tery 
of why 
the sparrow 
fails. 


But Job found a real solution in 
laith.
